Cannot Accept 
U.S. Invitation

LONDON, April 22 fNYT'.— 
The International Lawn Tennis 
Federation disclosed here today 
that China has withdrawn from 
membership. 

The reason given was that the 
ILTF had admitted the Tennis 
Association of Taiwan. Pekin? 
raid this resulted from “the 
manipulation of United Stales 
imperialism” for “two Chinas.” 

The tennis move came os some- 
thing of a surprise after the Chi- 
nese friendliness of recent weeks 
toward visiting Western table 
tennis teams. But informed quar- 
ters here thought that Peking was 
once again using sport for an 
important diplomatic purpose. 

The message wan clear: how- 
ever much Communist China 
wants to resume a normal role 
in international life, it will not 
accept any relationship that im- 
plies approval of a “two-Chlna” 
theory. 

Some observers thought Peking 
had used the tennis opportunity 
to give a specific warning signal 
about UN membership. Thai issue 
potentially raises the two-Chlna 
matter most acutely. 

[The UH. Open tennis tourna- 
ment. with State Department 
encouragement, has Invited 
Cliina to send its best players to 
compete at Forest Hills in New 
York City in September. By with- 
drawing from the ILTF China 
would not be eligible to send 
players to this or any ILTF- 
sponsored or -sanctioned tourna- 
ment.] 

There is a good chance that the 
UN General Assembly, at its meet- 
ing next fall, will finally vote to 
seat the Peking government as 
the representative of China. The 
United States may work for a 
compromise arrangement keeping 
the Nationalist regime in the as- 
sembly with a seat for Taiwan. 

But expert* hare thought all 
along that Peking might refuse 
to accept membership on that 
two-China basis. The tennis gam- 
bit supports that view. 

The secretary of the ILTF, 
Basil Reay. let it be known today 
that he had received a letter from 
the All-China Sports Federation 
in Peking. It was dated March 31. 
just as the Chinese were inviting 
American and other tabic tennis 
teams. 

The letter protested: “Under 
the manipulation of United States 
imperialism the ILTF has openly 
accepted the so-called Tennis 
Association of Chiang Kai-shek

Indian Press Says Pakistan 
Takes 2 Secessionist Cities 


NEW DELHI. April 22 fAP»— 
Pakistan Army troops, backed by 
tanks, overran two strategic cities 
in East Pakistan today in a drive 
against the only major areas still 
held by secessionist forces. Indian 
press reports said. 

United News of India said the 
northeastern cities of Mymcn- 
singh and Sylhet. both within 30 
miles of the Indian border, were 
captured by the army. 

Hie East Pakistanis had 
damaged roads to try to delay the 
troops, and paratroopers had to 
be used to capture Sylhet. the 
agency said. 

Unconfirmed Indian press re- 
ports had previously said that 24 
Russian T-59 tanks had reached 
Dacca from Chittagong to aid the 
aimy. 

4 Weeks of Fighting 

Exactly four weeks aPer the 
army sought to reassert its 
control over the province on 
orders from President Yahya 
Khan, the followers of Sheikh 
Mujlbur Rahman appeared to be 
holding only isolated areas in the 
countryside. 

However, reports reaching the 
Indian side of the border said 
the sheikh's supporters were re- 
grouping to wage guerrilla war- 
fare during the coming summer 
monsoon, when the army theoret- 
ically would have difficulty mov- 
ing heavy equipment through the 
province, which has many rivers.

BONN, April 22 (NYT.I. — "Your 
Teddy Kennedy is a rube," a 
senior protocol officer of the

The occasion was a benefit con- 
cert at Beethoven Hall, with Mrs. 
Kennedy as the reader In the 
Pops Orchestra's performance ol

56 Americans 
Die in Vietnam 

SAIGON. April 22 lUPIL— 
The U.S. command said today 
56 Americans were killed in 
action last week and 185 
were wounded. 

The American death toll was 
up by 14 persons over the 
previous week but down from 
£8 men killed in the week 
before. That figure included 
the 34 Americans killed in the 
March 28 attack on Fire Ease 
Mary Ann. which cost the 
lives of 34 Americana

men said 494 government 
soldiers were killed and 1.5G2 
wounded during the week 
ending April 17.

North Vietnamese negotiator 
Kuan Thuy said Americans op- 
posed to President Nixon's war 
policies “are taking vigorous ac- 
tion to demand that a date be 
set for total withdrawal" of U.S. 
-forces in Indochina. 

“I express my profound warm 
feelings toward these courageous 
Americans." Mr. Thuy added. He 
did not refer directly to the cur- 
rent anti-war demonstration in 
Washington by Vietnam veterans. 

Mrs. Nguyen Thi Blnh, foreign 
minister of the Viet Cong’s provi- 
sional revolutionary government, 
used almost the same words. “1 
express my warmest feelings 
toward the movement for p?are 
in the United States." she said. 

'President Nixon should take 
a genuine road tD peace [by set- 
ting a withdrawal date! instead 
of obstinately following the path 
of war." 

In his prepared speech to the 
meeting. U.S. negotiator David 
K. E. Bruce again rejected the 
demand for a unilateral Amer- 
ican withdrawal as unreasonable 
and unacceptable. 

The Communist peace terms 
show “j'Dur continued desire to 
impose your own solution to the 
conflict rather than to negotiate 


a fair and honorable settlement 
of it." Mr. Bruce said. 

Mrs. Binh's prepared speech ac- 
cused Mr. Nixon of planning to 
keep American troops in South 
Vietnam as a permanent occupa- 
tion force to impose the Nguyen 
Van Thieu government on the 
Vietnamese people. 

"At one time. Nixon pretended 
he had a withdrawal deadline in 
his mind but could not announce 
it publicly.” she said. "Now be 
asserts openly that he will never 
fix such a deadline." 

Mrs. Binh reiterated the Virt 
Cong's readiness to open negotia- 
tions with the Saigon govern- 
ment. provided Mr. Thieu. Vice- 
President Nguyen Cao Ky and 
Premier Tran Tien Khiera were 
ousted. 

Mr. Thuy. in his prepared 
speech, said Mr. Nixon advanced 
a vicious-circle argument by as- 
serting that American forces 
would remain in Vietnam as long 
as any prisoners remained in 
North. Vietnamese hands. 

“It is because the United States 
bombs North Vietnam that Amer- 
ican airmen are captured,” Mr. 
Thuy said. "And as long as they 
continue this bombing, there will 
certainly be more airmen captur- 
ed. Mr. Nixon, by putting this 
question upside down, is guilty 
of the most absurd reasoning. 

"The American administration 
can use the prisoners at any time 
as a pretext for continuing the 
occupation of South Vietnam, the 
war of aggression and the attacks 
against North Vietnam." 


110 Anti-War Veterans Arrested at Rally

WASHINGTON. April 22. 
—More than a hundred anti-war 
protesters were arrested today 
after a noisy demonstration on 
the steps of the Supreme Court 
building staged by members of 
Vietnam Veterans Against the 
War. 

It was the first mass arrest 
since the veterans' group arrived 
Monday for a week of protests 
aimed at prodding Congress 
and the administration, to set a 
firm date for withdrawal from 
Indochina. . Eleven persons were 
arrested dining demonstrations 
yesterday. 

Today's rally was specifically 
to protest an order by the 
Supreme Court barring the vet- 
erans from, continuing to camp 
on the Mall, the park-like area 
between the Capitol and Lincoln 
Memorial 

The demonstration began at 


8:45 am. with a growing number 
of protesters chanting anti-war 
slogans on the marble steps of 
the court building. When they 
refused the order of the District 
of Columbia police to break up 
the rally. 108 men and two 
women were arrested. 

The arrests were peaceful, as 
the veterans, hands clasped 
around the backs of their heads 
like prisoners, were marched off 
by the police to waiting buses. 

Despite yesterday's court order, 
the veterans stayed in their en- 
campment overnight after they 
voted 480 to 400 to remain on 
the m& li- 
lt was a cold, damp night 
with temperatures in the low 40s 
and intermittent rain, and the 
men huddled in whatever they 
could find to keep warm. No 
move was made by police to 
break up the encampment. 

While the main demonstration 
took place at the court, other 


groups of protesters fanned out 
for more end-the-war lobbying. 
Contingents went to the White 
House, the Pentagon, the Capitol 
and to the Press Club and some 
staged “guerrilla theater" activi- 
ties in the city streets. 

At the same time, attorneys 
Tor the veterans met with govern- 
ment- officials to try to work out 
a solution to the Mall impasse. 

Presidential press- secretary 
Ron Ziegler indicated that the 
White House favored taking a 
tolerant view of the veteran's 
refusal to break up their Mali 
camp. 

To allow them to stay there 
officially, a waiver of National 
Park Service rules would be ne- 
cessary. With other, more mili- 
tant groups also requesting that 
park rules he waived for their 
demonstrations, the government 
said that warring the rules fer 
the veterans would he setting an 
undesirable precedent. 


Yesterday, one of the more 
militant groups, the May Day 
Movement, including Chicago 
Seven defendant Rennie Davis, 
demanded that Congress legislate 
total U. S. withdrawal from In- 
dochina by May 1 or face mas- 
sive civil disobedience. 

The group threatened to block 
traffic during rush hours on May 
3 and 4 if Its demands are not 
met. 

Meantime, the head of the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars charg- 
ed that the Veterans Against the 
War were not typical of Vietnam 
veterans. He also denounced the 
press for what he railed “media 
overkill" in covering the dem- 
onstrations. 

But the head of the Veterans 
Against the War. Jan Crumb, a 
former Army private, has said 
he feels his group is backed by 
the -majority of the people in 
this country.'' 

He has also promised that the

Big French Firms Suspend 
Imports of Oil From Algeria 


PARTS. April 22 (Renters).— 
The major French oil companies 
suspended purchases of crude 
on. from. Algeria— their main 
supplier up to now— several days 
ago, informed oil industry sources 
said here today. : 

The companies are buying sup- 
plies on the world market at 
prices below those demanded by 
Algeria, the sources added. 

.Only a trickle of Algerian oil 
Is now entering France, at an 
acceptable price, through a small 
subsidiary of the French state 
oil company ElT-Erap, the sour- 
ces said. ' 

The decision to suspend pur- 
chases was the latest develop- 
ment in the oil dispute which 
has affected Franco Algerian re- 
lations. Oil from the Algerian 
Sahara has supplied 35 percent 
of France's domestic needs until 
now. 

Immediacy Cited 

The oil sources stressed that 
the move to buy elsewhere at 
present was dictated by Imme- 
diate commercial considerations. 

They said Middle East crude 
oil iwas available at between 
$2.60 and $2-70 a barrel, while the 
Algerians were asking about $2.95.

Algerians Ask Cooperation 

In Algiers, Algerian leaders to- 
night called on France to set aside 
current problems and atm at a 
healthy cooperation with their 
country. 

The call was made in a long 
statement issued at the end of a 
joint meeting of the Algerian 
Revolutionary Council and the 
government. 

The meeting, under the chair- 
manship of President Houari Bou- 
rn edienne, had been called after 
France decided to m i l government 
oil negotiations a week ago; To- 
night's statement reiterated the 
Algerian stand over the oil dispute 
and negotiations, but announced 
no new measures. 

Tension In Franco-Algerlan re- 
lations mounted when Algeria

Anglo-French Agree 
To Push Production 


LONDON, April 32 (Reuters). 

Britain and France agreed today 
-to push ahead with production of 
four more Concorde supersonic 
jets— implying cautious optimism 
over the plane’s future, 

Ministers of the tiro countries 
also agreed to authorize supply 
of advance materials far a further 
six Concordes, 

The ministers will meet 
before the end of the year for 
an examination of the Concorde’s 
progress. The makers are con- 
fident the plane meet. Its 
design requirements of carrying 
140 passengers over 4,000 miles at 
1.450 miles an hour. 

The new Concordes will make 
a total of ten production mo del s 
under construction. Six of 
are already being bunt. In ad- 
dition to this, there are two pro- 
totype Concordes flying and two 
pre-production craft being built. 

A Vote of Confidence 
John Davies. British Minister 
for Trade and Industry, tokl a 
press conference that the deci- 
sions taken “can be regarded as 
an Implicit vote of confidence.” 

He described Concorde progress 
as encouraging, “otherwise we 
would not have taken the deci- 
sions we did.” 

Today’s meeting was between 
Mr. Davies and British Aerospace 
Minister Frederick Corfield with 
France's Minister of Transports, 
jean Cliamant. 

The new moves authorized to- 
day will mean expenditure of 
some £30 million to add to the 
£625 million earmarked or al- 
ready spent an Concorde's re- 
search and development. 

The ministers also discussed the 
implications for Concorde of the 
setback to America's supersonic 
transport and the chances of 
united -states authorities exclud- 
ing other supersonic craft from 
American airports.

Nixon Going to Coast 
WASHINGTON. April 22 (Reu- 
ters) .—President Nixon will fly 
to Southern California a week 
from tomorrow to welcome home 
returning units of the First Ma- 
rine Division, the last division of 
marines to bo withdrawn from 
the Vietnam war, the White 
House announced yesterday. After 
the ceremonies at Camp 
Pendleton, Mr. Nixon will go on 
to his San Clemente home and 
spend five or six days working 
there. 


Pho Procung. The fourth coun- 
cillor Is Pach Chhoeun. a former 
minister of Information.

Col. Lon Non said tonight that 
he favored . a formula under 
which Gen. Lon Nol would 
devote no more than a half bom 
a day to affairs of state, leaving 
all but the most important deci- 
sions to his closest confidant, 
Maj. Gen. Slsowath Sirlk Matak, 
his deputy premier. 

Col. Lon Non said If his brother 
was determined to step down and 
propose Gen. Sirlk Matak to suc- 
ceed him* he would not con- 
tradict him. However, he said he 
believed that Gen. Sirik Matak 
knew that opposition to him was 
so widespread that he would not 
seek to head a government with- 
out Gen. Lon Nol. 

The colonel volunteered a com- 
ment that he did not plan a 
coup d’etat 

Gen. Lon Nol returned last 
week from two months of treat- 
ment to Hawaii after a stroke 
that left his left arm and leg 
partially paralyzed. He is suffer- 
ing also from diabetes and high 
blood pressure. 

While not discounting, the pos- 
sibility of a coup, Western diplo- 
mats believe that such a move • 
would lead to an interruption of 
American aid, which Is Cam- 
bodia's- principal source of mili- 
tary and economic viability. 


Allies in Vietnam War 
T o Meet in Tf r ashing ton 

WASHINGTON, April 22 tWP>. 
—Six nations with troops fighting 
in South Vietnam will meet here 
tomorrow, the State Department 
announced. The United States, 
Austria. South Korea, Thai- 
land and South Vietnam will 
be represented by foreign min- 
isters while New Zealand will be 
represented by its ambassador 
here. * 

Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers arranged the meeting 
here rather than to London, 
where he will be next week for a 
SEATO conference, for the con- 
venience of visiting ministers 
whose nations do not belong to 
SEATO. The troop-contributing 
nations usually meet once or 
twice a year. 


GPs Letters 
Cite Plan for 
Push in North 

Reported by Momlalc, 
Pentagon Denies It 

WASHINGTON. April 22 <APv. 
—Sen. Walter F. Mondale said 
yesterday he has letters from an 
American troop commander in- 
dicating that US. forces planned 
a ground attack deep, into North 
Vietnam early this year. 

The raid apparently never was 
-carried out. But Sen. Mondale. 
D.. Minn., said that if the reports 
are true, lt Is an ominous develop- 
ment. 

Tlic Pentagon, asked about the 
Mondale statement, said: ‘There 
were no US. Marine amphibious 
landings In North Vietnam earlier 
this year, nor were any planned 
—either US. Marine or US. 
Army." 

Sen. Mondale quoted the let- 
ters. from an officer on a ship 
off Vietnam to a military friend, 
in testimony before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

He told newsmen he is with- 
holding the names and certain 
other information in the letters 
lo protect the writer, although 
he said the officer had volun- 
teered to testify in public. 

“May Get Burned' 

In a letter dated Feb. 7, Sen. 
Mondale said, tbe officer wrote 
his friend: 

“I may get burned for telling 
you this. If they really do censor 
our mall tbut you are a brother 
officer) . but what they are plan- 
ning Is a raid 50 miles or so 
north of the DMZ. Sounds like 
that might put us into North 
Vietnam, maybe? 

“Well, tbe thought is so pre- 
posterous with experienced troops, 
let alone green ones, that I 
refuse to give it. my attention. 
Nonetheless, they are planning 
it. and I can't even go Into the 
shop anymore because I don't 
have high enough clearance." 

A Mondale aide said "shop" 
referred to an operational plan- 
ning center and added that a 
company commander would not 
necessarily have access during 
secret planning. 

In a letter dated March 11. Sen. 
Mondalc said the officer wrote 
his friend; 

“Did X give you all the details? 
A two-company raid on the Vtoh 
airfield, 100 miles north of the 
DMZ and a couple of miles in- 
land. Don't know if they ever 
seriously considered committing 
us, but the helicopters rehearsed 
dally and a Russian trawler 
shadowed us. That, plus the 
Cambodian venture we played to 
—close enough for me. thanks." 

The Vlnh airbase is a major 
facility which a Mondale aide said 
wr.s used chiefly as a troop transit 
point. He said he did not know 
whether American prisoners of 
war were held there. 

The Mondalc aide said other 
parts of the letters make clear 
that the two companies were 
American troops, one of them 
under the command of the author 
of the letters. 

Sen. Mondale testified on legis- 
lation he has introduced along 
with Sen. William Saxbc, R.. 
Ohio, designed to prevent a UJS. 
invasion of North Vietnam or 
U.S. support for one without 
specific approval of Congress.

Calls on Nixon to 
End War Quickly 

ESTES PARK, Colo.. April 22 
f API. —Delegates to the White 
House Conference on Youth gave 
overwhelming approval yesterday 
to recommendations to President 
Nixon that marijuana be legaliz- 
ed and that UjS. military action 
in Southeast Asia be halted im- 
mediately. 

The latter resolution also rec- 
ommended that all U.S. forces 
and logistical support be pulled 
out of Southeast Asia by Dec. 31. 

A count of secret paper bal- 
lots showed 450 delegates favor- 
ing tbe resolution, 155 opposed 
and 37 undecided. There was no 
distinction between ballots of 
youth delegates, between 14 and 
24 years of age. and adult dele- 
gates. 

The resolution was submitted 
to the conference at its closing 
session by a foreign relations task 
force as a majority proposal A 
task force minority resolution, sup- 
porting Mr. Nixon's plan of grad- 
ual withdrawal and Vietnamisa- 
tion. polled 246 favorable votes, 
with 339 opposed and 37 undecid- 
ed. The recommendation to en- 
dorse marijuana legalization pass- 
ed the full assembly 403 to 156, 
with 33 undecided. 


To .4roid Committing War Crimes 


GIs Urged in Training Film to Question Illegal Orders 


WASHINGTON. April 22 (UPI». 
— The darkened theater Is filled 
with GIs as a military officer 
walks across the screen and the 
moans of the wounded cut the 
silence of a battlefield after the 
fighting has ended. 

“War brings out the best to 
men." the narrator tells the sol- 
diers to the audience. “Charity, 
compassion, self-sacrifice." 

On the screen, the officer treads 
slowly among the enemy wound- 
ed. Then, lifting his pistol he 
calmly and methodically shoots 
the men one-by-one through the 
head. 

“Too often it brings out the 
worst," the narrator sayt*. “Cruel- 
ly. brutality, sadism." The pistol 
fires again and the bead of one 
wounded youth explodes in a 
burst of red blood. 

A Training Film 

This, in the Pentagon lexicon, 
is Training Film 21-4228, entitl- 
ed* “The Geneva Conventions 
and the Soldier." 

It is now being shown 
throughout the Army to explain 
to soldiers to vivid terms what 
their legal responsibilities are 
in warfare. 

The opening scene of the Him 
i>: a 19th-century battlefield, net 
My Lai. But the film was 
produced as a direct result of 
that massacre. 

The Army always has Instruct- 
ed its officer candidates in their 
legal responsibilities to civilians, 
prisoners and the wounded. But 


the brief, diy lecture Is often 
lost on young students who face 
many such lectures. 

30 Minutes Long 

The half-hour film la a 
dramatic statement of the law 
and a portrayal of the soldier's 
responsibility. 

It also carries a firm warning: 

"The American government and 
most other nations take the law 
of war very seriously," the nar- 
rator says. 

“After World War U, many 
members of the German and 
Japanese forces were brought to 
trial on charges of having com- 
mitted war crimes. The accused 
often claimed that he was 'just 
following orders.’ But this was 
ruled no defense. 

"Those who had committed 
acts they knew — or should have 
known— were wrong were held 
responsible for their acts. Con- 
victed. they were Jailed and, to 
some cases, executed. 

“The Geneva Conventions are 
not just idealized theories. They 
ore part of the supreme law of 
our land. They are international 
treaties binding on 130 nations, 
Including the United States. 

Warning of Prosecution 

"Every serviceman should 
understand that a violation of 
tiie Geneva Conventions or any 
other part of the law of war Is 
a war crime which can result to 
court-martial or trial by some 
other tribunal and, upon convic- 
tion. in severe punishment. 


"It is worth remembering that 
a serviceman who has returned 
to civilian life may still be 
brought to trial for war crimes 
committed while in uniform. Even 
today the Germans are stm try- 
tog their World War II war 
criminals who avoided detection 
in the past." 

The last paragraph may al- 
ready be an anachronism. Since 
the script was written last fall, 
the Army and Justice Depart- 
ment have stopped their efforts 
to find a legal procedure for 
trying soldiers who were at My 
Lai but have since left the Army. 

In the instruction given of- 
ficer trainees like 1st Lt. William 
L. Calley jr„ who now stands 
convicted of murdering at least 
22 civilians at My Lai. men were 
told that the best way to counter 
an Illegal order without a nasty 
confrontation with a superior of- 
ficer was to ask questions about 
the order. 

The same point Is made more 
emphatically to the film— and 
the point Is made not only for 
officers but also for enlisted men. 

On the screen, a lieutenant and 
two squad leaders are shown 
crouching in a clearing. 

"I want first squad to go to on 
the left, second squad on tbe 
right and three and four will pour 
right down the middle." the 
lieutenant says. “We're going to 
move in fast and take no pris- 
oners." 

“Sir, are you ordering us to 


kill women and children?" one 
sergeant asks. 

The lieutenant, slightly an- 
noyed, answers, “Did I say that? 
Will an ything that resists. I 
want a clean sweep." 

But tbe other sergeant won't 
let the order stand either. “Sir, 
when you say. ‘no prisoners', are 
you ordering us to kill enemy 
:» Idlers after they surrender?" 
he asks. 

The lieutenant, by now squirm- 
ing. answers. “Well we're bound 
to take prisoners.” 

But the film goes beyond the 
clarification to show an enlisted 
man refusing to obey a direct 
order, which the officer refuses 
to retract under questioning, to 
use prisoners to clear a path 
through a mine field. 

“No sir. I refuse," the sergeant 
tells his lieutenant. “We'll take 
it up with tlie CO [commanding 
officer] when we get back." 

And the narration praises the 
sergeant highly tor his refusal: 
"It takes guts to stand up in 
this kind of situation." 

That may make some old Army 
officers wince, but this Is the 
new Army.

Six 
were being questioned In Cork 
and two In Sklbereen, eight miles 
from Baltimore, A police spokes- 
man said none of the men had 
been charged. 


Bonn Accepts 
Chile’s Tie With 
East Germany 


BONN. April 22 fWP>— ' The 
West German government today 
made it official that It does not 
plan any major retaliatory action 
against Chile for its recognition 
of Ernst Germany. 

Last month, the Marxist coali- 
tion government of Socialise 
President Salvador Ailende made 
Chile the second country In the 
Western Hemisphere to establish 
diplomatic relations with Walter 
Ulbricht's East German regime: 


Bonn, which for many years 
had followed a policy of severing 
relations with any country out- 
side the European Communist 
bloc that recognized the Ulbricht 
regime, then called its ambassa- 
dor in Santiago, Horst Osterheld, 
home for consultations.

In a second statement the IRA 
said It would oppose "by every 
means in our power* 7 the arrival 
of .the launch’s mother ship, the 
Hecate, to pick up the crew mem- 
bers. 

An Irish Navy minesweeper 
escorted the Hecate, which ' lay 
at anchor about two miles off 
Baltimore, and sent a launch to 
pick up the six-man crew. It also 
sent an engineer to examine the 
wreck of the Stork. 

The explosive was placed about 
midway in the vessel and vir- 
tually cut it In two, the police 
said. 

The Stork and a smaller launch 
had completed a marine survey of 
Baltimore Bay at the request of 
the republic. The second launch, 
moored with the Stork about 140 
yards off the pier, was not 
damaged. 


LOUISVILLE. Ky., April 22

*’I am prepared to have discus- 
sions with any African leader on 
an equal basis— namely os the 
leader of one country with that 
of another,” he told the Parlia- 
ment. 

From Lusaka, the Zambian 
Foreign Ministry rejected as 
“utter fabrication at a very ’high 
level" the charges of double-talk 
levelled at President Kenneth 
K a un da by Mr. Vorster. 


3 Held in Ulster 

BELFAST, April 22 CUFD. — A 
truck crashed through an army 
roadblock today in County Ar- 
magh, injuring two soldiers, an 
army spokesman said. Three 


men were detained later for 
questioning. 

The spokesman said the inci- 
dent began when an Ulster De- 
fense Regiment patrol reported 
to police the license number of 
a suspicious truck. Army and 
police units set up roadblocks. 

The truck was abandoned 
after It crashed through the 
roadblock. Security forces re- 
covered a loaded revolver and 
five pounds of gelinlte, the 
spokesman sai d 

An explosion early today 
wrecked the offices of the Croig- 
nvon New City Development 
Commission In Lurgan, County 
Armagh, the official said. No 
injuries were reported there or 
at Opiagh. County Tyrone, last 
night, where an explosion oc- 
curred near children playing 
soccer outside an Army reserve 
barracks. The blast blew a six- 
foot-wide hole in a wall and 
smashed several windows. 


Wont Be Scapegoat 1 

The Foreign Ministry referred 
to Mr. Vorster’s speech to the 
South African Parliament last 
night, in which he accused Pres- 
ident Kaunda of dealing In 
double-talk over relations with 
Pretoria. It was a bitter and per- 
sonal attack on the Zambian 
leader, observers said. 


Zambia would not allow its 
president to be used as a scape- 
goat for South Africa's difficul- 
ties In launching Its proposed 
dialogue with the nations of 
black Africa, a ministry state- 
ment said. 

Today, Mr. Vorster was (speak- 
ing in the most Important debate 
of the current parliamentary ses- 
sion, in which he has already 
dra mati ca ll y disclosed , abortive 
attempts at reaching air- accord 
between - South Africa and 
Zambia. 

The premier said he was now 
looking forward to the press con- 
ference which President Felix 
Houphouet-Bgigny of the Ivory 
Coast— a supporter of dialogue 
with South Africa— is due to hold 
next week. 

Mr. Vorster told parliament: 
“This West African leader 1$ a 
highly civilized man who is also 
well versed in politics. It will be 
Interesting to me to see what he 
has to say.”

c Miller. 30, said that the FBI com- 
c piled a dossier on him in 1367 
a after he visited the embassy to 
L pick up several Russian publica- 
tions. 

"An agent visited one of my 
U superiors and I was later inform - 
sl ed that the agent said that be- 
E cause of my visits to the embassy 
h I was ‘potentially subversive’.” 

Mr. Miller said. “I was up for 
I promotion, but kept getting passed 
J over until my superior left the 
t commission." 

* Howard A. Glicfcstein. commis- 
’ sion staff director, confirmed that 
’ Mr. Miller had been passed over 
« for promotion and that the FBI 

had sent a memorandum to Mr. 
Miller's superior about the visits 
to the Russian Embassy. The 
superior subsequently left the 
commission. Mr. Glicksteln said, 
after which Mr. Miller has been 
promoted regularly. 

Mr. Miller now is chief of the 
Federal Evaluation Division, 
which has responsibility for moni- 
toring employment practices to- 
ward ethnic minorities by federal 
agencies, including tire FBI. 

When Mr. Glicfcstein and Mr. 
Miller finally learned of the 
FBI's dossier on Mr. Miller last 
year. Mr. Glicfcstein wrote FBI 
director J- Edgar Hoover asking 
. that a memorandum of explana- 
tion from Mr. Miller be made part 
■* of the files. Mr. Hoover wrote 
that it would be. 

The Los Angeles Times obtain- 
ed copies of two documents con- 
cerning the investigation — a 
memorandum from Mr. Miller to 
Mr, Glicfcstein and a letter irom 
Mr. Hoover to Mr. Glicfcstein. 

A second memo from Mr. Miller 
to Mr. Glicfcstein concerns another 
FBI Investigation of the attorney 
— for remarks an irate woman 
said he made at a cocktail party 
in 1369. The woman gave a 
signed statement to the FBI ac- 
cusing Mr. Miller of advocating 
t violence among blacks. 
r.< Without checking with Mr. Ma- 
iler. the FBI forwarded the 
e .V woman's statement to the com- 
mission. When Mr. Miller learo- 
t ed of the accusations he vehe- 
i mently denied them and denounc- 
i ed the FBI in a memo to Mr. 
Glicfcstein. 

■ A bachelor, Mr. Miller frequen- 
tly passes up lunch, hops on his 
luotorscootsr and visits embassies. 

’ Sometimes he takes a gir' friend 
with him. 

Mr. Miller said that he frequen- 

* tly visits embassies because they 
are impressive structures and have 
exhibits of native wares and art. 
At the Russian Embassy — ■'"the 
staff is friendly and very hospi- 
table"— he said, he frequently has 
collected free literature, such as 
copies of Soviet Life, a magazine 
sold at many newsstands, includ- 
ing the one at the Mayflower 
Hotel where Mr. Hoover lunches 
daily. 

He wrote that he also had 
visited many other embassies, 
including the Turkish, Indonesian, 
Australian. West German, Indian, 
Austrian and British.

Pentagon Apologizes 
RICHMOND, Va.. April 22 <AP>. 
— The Defense Department has 
formally apologized to the editor 
of the Richmond Times-Dispatch 
and News Leader after verifying 
a report that an Army intelligence 
agent nosed as a reporter to gain 
entrance to a Washington news 
conference. 

John E. Leard, executive editor 
of the newspapers, had protested 
to Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird last December after the 
incident was reported on the NBC 
television show ‘‘First Tuesday.” 

According to the program, the 
agent in question was issued a 
press card bearing the name 
“Francis T. Naughton of the Rlch- 
mont Times-Dispatch” and used 
1 the card to gain admittance to a 
, news conference held by the 
-Southern Christian Leadership 
? Conference. 

T Mr. Leard said yesterday that 
the letter he received from J. 
Fred Buzhardt, a general counsel 
in the Defense Department, said 
3 that Army agents had been issued 
instructions “prohibiting the use 
r of press credentials or otherwise 
representing themselves as news- 
v men.” 


Lengthy Speech 

In Iiis lengthy speech today, 
the veteran congressman recalled 
many cases — not all of them 
plainly linked to the FBI — which 
he said demonstrated how bug- 
ging. wiretapping and surveillance 
had been used against senators 
and congressmen. 

Mr. Hoover's apparent aim in 
surveillance. Rep. Boggs said, was 
not so much to turn up evidence 
of probable crime, but rather to 
Intimidate legislators Into silence 
about their concern at growing 
FBI power. 

He told his fellow representa- 
tives: 

“We have permitted fo come 
into being a power and a force 
within the government for which 
no one is accountable and of 
which no one is knowledgeable. 

“This is a power which threat- 
ens and places in jeopardy those 
rights and those liberties es- 
sential to the survival of our 
system.” 

Rep. Boggs's original cliarges. 
on April 5. that the FBI tapped 
congressmen's phones were 
strongly denied by the White 
House, the attorney general and 
the FBI itself. A number of fel- 
low House members expressed 
skepticism, and some asked for 
evidence to support the charges. 

Today, in what was expected to 
be his presentation of evidence 
against, the G-men. Rep. Boggs 
devoted most of his speech to gen- 
eralized warnings about invasion 
of privacy and curbing of per- 
sonal liberty. 

But he said it was soon after 
he had expressed outrage at the 
FBI's “siege” of then-Speaker 
John W. McCormack's office that 
he learned that he himself bad 
been under FBI surveillance. 

FBI agents came to the Capitol 
demanding records of his long- 
distance telephone calls for four 
years. Rep. Boggs said. When he 
refused, he said, the agents ob- 
tained the records from the tele- 
phone company. 

Over a period of two months, 
at the start of the 1970 election 
year. Rep. Boggs said, agents 
went down the list of those 
showed to have been called in his 
congressional district, asking if In 
fact on the dates specified they 
had received calls from their 
congressman. 

“As members can well imagine 
the result was to sow seeds of 
suspicion and to create a climate 
of fear in my home district,” 
Rep. Boggs said. 

“The effect on me. I readily 
admit, was as intended. I said 
nothing before this House or any 
other forum. The bureau had 
accomplished its aim of silence 
simply by letting me know I was 
under surveillance. 

'Again— Intimidation* 
“Months later I learned of the 
tap which bad been on my resi- 
dence telephone. Again the re- 
sult was intimidation that assur- 
ed my silence. - ' 

Rep. Boggs recalled that former 
Sen. Ralph Yarborough, D., 
Texas, after criticizing the FBI, 
“found an electronic, surveillance 
device” in his office intercom 
system. Rep. Boggs said former 
Sen. Stephen Young, D.. Ohio, 
after making a speech critical of 
the FBI. “promptly found his 
telephone lines being monitored." 

He said Sen. Joseph Montoya. 
D., N.M., engaged in a contest 
for re-election, had reason to be- 
lieve his telephone was under 
surveillance. He said Sen. Birch 
Bayh, D.. Ind.. battling the 
nomination of Judge Clement 
Haynsworth, talked in his Capitol 
office to a government official 
who, when he returned to his 
own office, “was advised that he 
was under suspicion of having 
expressed his riews to Sen. Bayh.” 

Sen. Bayh called in a bugging 
expert. Rep. Boggs said, who 
“located a radio transmission 
emanating from beneath the 
carpet of the senator's office." 

He recalled that a neighbor of 
Sen. Charles Percy, R.. HI., dis- 
covered a highly soptusticaicd 
listening device installed In an 
automobile normally parked each 
night in front of the senator's 
bouse. 

Other sources report that the 
FBI investigated Mr. Boggs at the 
behest of the Justice Department 
in the course of an investigation 
to determine whether Victor H. 
Frenkil, a Baltimore contractor, 
had sought to bring influence and 
pressure to bear to have some 
construction claims settled fa- 
vorably. Mr. Frenkil 's firm. Bal- 
timore Contractors. Inc., built the 
garage of the Rayburn House 
Office Building. 

A grand jury in Baltimore was 
looking into, among several other 
things, construction work per- 
formed by the concern on the 
Bethesda home of Mr. Boggs. _ 
Although Attorney General John 
N. Mitchell refused to allow the 
grand jury to issue an indict- 
ment in the case, the jury con- 
cluded that Mr. Frenkil had done 
the work for a lower price than 
was usual in order to curry favor 
with Mr. Boggs.

WASHINGTON. April 22 iAP>. 
—Daring a presidential veto, the 
House voted yesterday to pump 
S2 billion into the nation's econ- 
omy through an accelerated 
public works program. 

The plan, included in a S5.5 
billion measure awaiting final 
House action, is a key part of a 
Democratic-sponsored program to 
shore up the sagging economy. It 
is opposed by the Nixon adminis- 
tration. which favors a revenue- 
sharing program to strengthen the 
economy. 

The bill also would extend for 
four years the Appalachian 
Regional Development Commis- 
sion and continue for two years 
the Economic Development Com- 
mission and five other regional 
development commissions. 

Major opposition to the bill 
centered around tbe $2 billion 
public works program modeled on 
1962 legislation. The money 
would be funnelled into areas with 
actual or threatened 6 percent 
unemployment. Tbe federal gov- 
ernment would put up 80 percent 
of project costs, and up to 100 
percent where local financial 
resources have been exhausted.

Duvalier was the most 
enigmatic. _On the one hand, he 
proclaimed an undiluted ' Afri- 
canism,. advocating the removal 
from public office and economic 
power of all mulattoes. a minority 
of less than 10 percent of th'e 
Haitian populace that for decades 
had controlled the destiny of the 
vast black majority. 


Supporters Unafraid 


His legacy to Haiti was dole- 
ful. By 1971, more than 13 years 
after he assumed power, little 
had changed for the great ma- 
jority. Almost 90 percent of the 
people were Illiterate and were 
plagued by yaws, tuberculosis 
and malnutrition. Fer-capita in- 
come for Haiti's 4.5 milliou peo- 
ple was about $75 a year, corn- 


glasses. He seldom smiled and 
he moved with a studied slow- 
ness. He spoke softly, except in 
addressing the multitudes, when 
often his rhetoric turned from 
prosaic to racy to vulgar. 

He was barn in poverty in 
Port-au-Prince on April 14, 1907. 
His father was Duval Duvalier, 
a sometime schoolteacher, and 
his mother, the former Uritia 
Abraham, worked far a bakery. 
After studying at the Lyc6e Na- 


pitals, and in 1043 was recruited 
into a U.S. -financed fight against 
yaws, a tropical skin disease that 
lias long plagued Haiti. During 
those years, in which he traveled 
widely in the countryside, inocu- 
lating peasants against yaws, he 
won a reputation as a hard- 
working, somewhat self-effacing 
country doctor, who could, in the 
eyes of superstitious natives, work 
miracles.

Haitian Intellectuals who were 
later exiled have speculated that 
Dr. Duvalier, far from being a 
stupid pawn, cunningly adopted 
bis deceptive rale as a figurehead, 
playing various power blocs 
against one another, thus to 
divide and conquer. 

And conquer he did, with an 
overwhelming majority', in the 
election of Sept. 22, 1957. 

On assuming power. President 
Duvalier appointed one of his 
most trusted henchmen, Clement 
Barbot. a schoolteacher, as his 
chief aide and charged him with 
recruiting toughs into what woifld 
soon be called the Tanton Ma- 
cau te. A reign of terror began. 

Within weeks, hundreds of Dr. 
Duvalier's political enemies were 
thrown into ja.il. Others simply 
disappeared. And within a year, 
according to the later claim by 
Barbot, more than 300 persons 
had been killed by the Tontons, 
on Duvalier's personal orders. 

Opposition newspapers were 
bombed by Tontan hooligans and 
in the first year of President 
Duvalier's “revolution.'' editors 
and publishers of seven leading 
periodicals were jailed and most 
of them tortured. Fearful of the 
army, Duvalier indulged In fre- 
quent shakeups of the ton com- 
mand. “retiring” prematurely any 
officers he felt might lead a 
coup against him.

Duvalier's first term was not 
due to expire until 1963. but in 
1961 he had himself declared by 
his attorney general- elected to a 
second term, to end In 1967. 


Often Changed Sides 

PARIS (NYT'.— Gen. Nogues 
was always aware of who was in 
power, a characteristic that led 
him to switch sides during World 
War n so often that he was 
known as “Gen. No-Yes." 

After loyal service in Morocco, 
in the war cabinet and in field 
artillery units during World 
War I, Gen. Nogues was again 
sent to Morocco and charged with 
pacifying nationalistic and pro- 
labor forces, a job he undertook 
with devotion and cruelty. 

By 1936. after alternating mili- 
tary and political duties in France 
and Morocco, he was named resi- 
dent general of Morocco by the 
Popular Front government of 
Leon Blum. The left-leaning 
popular government forbade him 
to Interfere with labor union or- 
ganizing but, after it fell, Gen. 
Nogues began a campaign to wipe 
out the unions. In one incident, 
300 Arab striking mine workers 
were killed.

Goran Gentele’s Farewell to Stockholm

A young 
girl comes between the two 
friends and the ship on the green 
goes up in flames, causing the 
death of one of them. 

One wonders wistfully at the 
expensive production— in color— 
of such a screenplay and at the 
abiding incompetence of the 
staging of almost all of its 
scenes. Do producers seriously 
believe tills is what the public 
wants?

S TOCKHOLM. — The musical 
event of the past week in the 
Swedish capital was a new pro- 
duction of Debussy's “Pelldas ec 
M fllsand e " 

It was an important occasion 
for various reasons: This was the 
flirt Swedish staging of the 
French masterpiece since 1926; 
It marked the theater debut of a 
well-known young Swedish paint- 
er. Ulrlk Samuelson, who designed 

the sets and costumes; and — 

especially— the production was, in 
effect, the farewell or Goran 
Gentele, the general manager of 
the Royal Opera, who is leaving 
at the end of this season for the 
Metropolitan In New York, where, 
afier a year of observation, he 
wiil take over the Job of Rudolf 
Bing. 

Though Gentele’s production 
was not a complete success, it 
was consistently interesting, and 
it indicated several features of 
his regime in Stockholm, a period 
which has brought the house new 
international fame, wiille Increas- 
ing and rejuvenating the opera 
audience at home. 

First of all, it was character- 
istic that, for a touchy new 
presentation, the theater turned 
n«K to a trled-and-true profes- 
sional designer, but to a painter. 
This has been a regular policy 
of Gentele's (“All the big opera 
houses tend to look too much 
alike, all using the same design- 
ers and directors," he said in a 
recent interview). It was also 
characteristic that part or the 
Swedish press liked Samuelson’? 
visual conception, while at least 
one critic objected violently, even 
saying that one scene looked 
more like Hawaii than Allemonde. 
Gentele has often divided opin- 
ion and invited polemics. 

Miscalculations 

In some instances, it must be 
sqiJ. the designer clearly mis- 
calculated: the fatal pool where 
Melisande loses her ring had no 
magic, and it was disconcerting 
to see the pool's base used, in the 
following scene, for Golaud's bed. 
The fundamental element of the 
scenery was a frame of heavy, 
slurred curtains: dark green for 
the forest, black for the rooms 
oi the castle. The impression was 
—properly— of a suffocating, trap- 
ped atmosphere. Gentele's light- 
ing liad a virtuoso subtlety, par- 
ticularly effective in the scene 
between Golaud and Pelleas in 
the dungeons of the castle and in 
the last scene, where a pale 
orange-pink sunset cast oblique 
rays across the rear of the stage, 
an expanse of water lilies, Sa- 
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Goran Gentele 
who is 
leaving his post 
at the Swedish 
Royal Opera 
to replace 
RndoLf Bing 
at New York's 
Metropolitan. 


m Lie] son’s symbol of Melisande’s 
Innocence and her femininity. 

The casting was also typical of 
Gentele's administration. Exper- 
ienced artists, like Kim Borg 
<Arkel) and Erik Saeden (Go- 
laud), were cast along with 
younger singers. Birgit Nordin, 
the Melisande. has sung in Wex- 
ford and GJyndebourne, and is a 
very versatile artist (her reper- 
tory includes Berg's Lulu and 
Weill's Jenny), but this new part 
nevertheless represented a chal- 
lenge which she met supeibly. 
singing with crystalline purity of 
tone and yet with that faint hint 
of sexuality and ambiguousness 
which is a part of the heroine's 
mystery. For the crucial role of 
Pelleas. Gentele chose a baritone 
still in his early 20’s, and virtually 
a debutant. Hagegard is 

unknown outside of Sweden, but 
he should not remain so for long. 
In addition to an attractive stage 
presence, he possesses a secure 
musicality and a true, high bari- 
tone, which allowed him to sing 
tha punishing part with apparent 
ease. 

Translation 

The opera was sung In transla- 
tion, a regular policy of the Royal 
Opera (which Gentele does not 
plan to introduce to the Metro- 
politan). After the first shock to 
ncn-Swedish ears, the Nordic 
language seemed curiously ap- 
propriate. “Pelleas" was no longer 
a French opera, but a saga of the 
duil north of brief spring and 
long winter. 

This does not mean that Silvio 
Varriso's conducting was not 
idiomatic. His reading of the 
score was both strong and nu- 
anced The orchestra— which has 
also undergone a process of ren- 






ovation under Gentele and un- 
der Varriso's musical direction 
of the house— played excellently; 
the strings bad a silky rfippn 
the winds— so vital to this work — 
were both precise and sensitive. 

Alternating with performances 
of “Pellfas” in these past few 
days there have been repertory 
revivals of “La Boheme" and 
“The Barber of Seville.” Both of 
these productions were originally 
by Gentele. but have been re- 
rehearsed since by others. The 
‘■Boheme" still retained a certain 
style, and there was some good 
singing by Margarets Halil n. the 
Mimi. and by a young baritone 
Lars Kullenbo, the MarceL In 
“The Barber” another young 
artist, the basso Rolf Cederlof, 
was a musical Bartolo. The play- 
ing was broad and the humor 
heavy-handed. But the audience 
—including a number of chil- 
dren — loved it. Kurt Bendix con- 
ducted both operas with sturdy, 
if somewhat inflexible, accuracy. 


One of the most interesting 
events, for a foreign vlshor, at 
the opera recently was a 1 pjn. 
demonstration for children called 
a "Look In," to a capacity audi- 
ence of well-behaved youngsters 
aged about 11 to 14. One of the 
housr managers explained how 
the theater works, beginning with, 
a delightful storm created by 200- 
year-old thunder machines. AQ 
the theater's complement was in- 
troduced and applauded: stage- 
hands, propmen. chorus, dancers, 
solo singers and conductor Ben- 
dlx Then the children from the 
ballet school performed to piano 
accompaniment (with Gentele’s 
recent appointment of Erik Bruhn 
as head of the theater's ballet, 
dance in the Royal Opera has 
assumed a new excitement) ■ 

. Don Scene 

The singers and orchestra then 
presented the doll scene from 
‘Tales of Hoffmann" and some 
of the youngest student-dancers 
then returned with a snappy jazz 
ballet, accompanied live by a 
three -man combo. 

The program ended with a scene 
from The Barber." lasting an 
hour in all. it was an absorbing 
glimpse into the workings of an 
opera house: the children left 
contented, and many of them, 
presumably, will soon be return- 
ing as part of the paying public. 

Sweden's Royal Opera, founded 
by Gustavus the Third (whom 
we have all met in Verdi’s "Mask- 
ed Bali" has a Ion? and glorious 
tradition. Gentele did not start 
frorr scratch here, but he has 
undeniably refurbished the tra- 
dition. enriched the repertory, 
revitalized the audience, m New 
Tori he will have his work cut 
out for him; but he Is a man of 
wit. courage, energy and exper- 
ience. The Met will be a battle, 
but he has a whole array of 
weapons, and he may very well 
emerge the victor.

Ply National non-stop from 
London to Miami. 
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Arms and the Middle East 


The Arab press has become quite vocal 
about the shipment of a dozen American 
fighter-bombers to Israel while seeing noth- 
ing strange in the previous Soviet delivery 
of MiG -23s to Egypt— plahea which can out- 
perform the American Phantoms. This reac- 
tion is typical of the kind of moral ab- 
solutism that has dominated the Middle East 
for centuries, in which there are no grays, 
no middling shades, only stark blacks and 
whites. But it Is also an example of the 
constant threat posed by arms sent in from 
the outside to that tense region. 

The United States is determined that 
Israel shall not be placed at a disadvantage 
by Egypt's acquisition of advanced Soviet 
weapons. The Soviet Union is equally de- 
termined that Egypt maintain at least parity 
In such weapons. But how can an accurate 
balance be struck, when so much depends 
on how. and for what purpose, the weapons 
are used? When the Soviet Union re- 
equipped its allies after their defeat, the 
United States sent far fewer arms to Israel 
— but they included the excellent Phan- 
toms — which in the hands of first-rate Israeli 
pilots were used (or abused) in deep bomb- 
ing penetrations of Egypt. So the U.SJ5.R. 
sent a better grade of missile, which, under 
cover of the imminence, or the fact, of a 
cease-fire, were placed close to the Suez 
Canal. Now we have M1G-23S In Egypt and 
more Phantoms In Israel. What ends will 
they serve, beyond mere escalation of force 
and danger? 

Egypt has rejected the Israeli proposals 


for the reopening of the Suez Canal. This Is 
not surprising, since they fell far short of 
what President Sadat had been demanding 
in respect to the canal. But they do offer a 
beginning for bargaining, if there is to be 
bargaining, rather than an exchange of 
ultimatums. One peril here is the new Arab 
federation, which would seem to link Egypt 
to the fire-breathing policies of Syria and 
Libya. Another Is the possibility that the 
Soviet Union, which is expected In Cairo to 
make its own initiative toward a settlement, 
is preparing for that by preparing the kind 
of “position of strength" for Egypt that it 
has recoiled from verbally, at least, in 
shocked surprise ever since John Foster 
Dulles used the phrase. 

Both Egypt and Israel already occupy posi- 
tions of strength. Neither, with present 
equipment, can force the other to capitulate. 
But the continued infusion of new weapons 
Into their armed forces keeps tension — and 
hopes and fears — high. If the Soviet Union 
is about to make a diplomatic move. It Is 
to be hoped that it will be based on states- 
manship rather than SAMs, and on media- 
tion rather than MiGs. The United States 
has tried to do this with Israel; presumably, 
Soviet influence has been against the 
resumption of actual hostilities by the 
Arabs, and may have contributed to Pres- 
ident Sadat’s offer of an actual peace treaty. . 
But if that offer has not already been re- 
versed, it still seems to have been based on 
diplomatic stands of extreme rigidity. There 
will have to be some give— on both sides. 


The Court on the Schools: Clear as a Bell 


In common usage— but not in the eyes of 
the law — there are three types of racial 
'‘segregation” In our schools. One is that 
which exists In schools mostly — but not 
exclusively— In the South, where it can be 
demonstrated that there has been deliberate 
intent on the part of the government offi- 
cials at some level to segregate school 
children solely on the basis of their race. 
The dual school systems of the South, and 
a number of school systems in the North 
where such (covert) intent has been estab- 
lished, fall Into this category of segregation 
which was outlawed by the Supreme Court 
in 1954. A second type of school “segregation” 
Is that which can be demonstrated to 
proceed, at least In part, from the racially 
discriminatory actions of government of- 
ficials In areas other than education— in 
bousing, for example. This category would 
Include much of the so-called “de facto 
school segregation” on the constitutionality 
of which the court has yet to speak. The 
third type is simple racial concentration in 
our schools for which no specific govern- 
ment intent or activity In any. field is held 
accountable. This too has not been before 
the high court. 

The wise and well-written decision which 
Chief Justice Berger handed down for a 
unanimous court on Tuesday, in fact dealt' 
exclusively with the first of these categories. 
This point was one the Chief Justice stressed 
repeatedly throughout the decision, and it 
is worth remembering. For in the central 
case at hand — Swann versus the Charlotte- 
Mecklenburg (N.C.) Board of Education — the 
court made abundantly clear that only in 
the context of remedying a state -inflicted 
wrong, of overcoming the effects of past 
segregation on an official deliberate basis, 
was it upholding the authority of federal 
courts to Impose school desegregation plans 
that might Involve busing, non-contlguous 
zoning, racial proportioning and the rest. 
Thus: 

“All things being equal with no history 
of discrimination, it might well be desir- 
able to assign pupils to schools nearest 
their homes. But all things are not equal 
In a system that has been deliberately 
constructed and maintained to enforce 
racial segregation. The remedy for such 
segregation may be administratively 
awkward. Inconvenient and even bizarre 
in some situations and may impose 
burdens on some; but all awkwardness 
and inconvenience cannot be avoided in 
the interim period when remedial ad- 
justments are being made to eliminate 
the dual school systems/' 

And again, in one of the companion rul- 
ings: 

“The Constitution does not compel any 
particular degree of racial balance or 
mixing, but when past and continuing 
constitutional violations are found, some 
ratios are likely to be useful starting 
points in shaping a remedy." 

There are not Just “starting points.” but 
also terminal points suggested in these deci- 
sions: Chief Justice Burger made evident that 
the Supreme Court does not view these reme- 
dies and compensations as carrying on in per- 


petuity for past wrongs, but rather as steps 
leading to a conclusion, to some point where 
the offending districts will have fulfilled 
their responsibility to dismantle their own 
school systems and overcome the vestigial ef- 
fects traceable to them. 

Although the court confined Its ruling to 
school districts that have been for yet may 
be) found guilty of deliberate, officially 
inspired segregation, the language of the 
decision did have some implication for the 
kinds of cases on which it has yet to rule. 
Chief Justice Burger was very tidy and 
specific in limiting the scope of the decision 
and in distinguishing between the two prin- 
cipal types of case the court has not heard. 
Of what we have called the second category 
■ of segregation, he observed : 


“We do not reach in this case the ques- 
tion whether a showing that sehool seg- 
regation is a consequence of other types 
of state action, without any discrimi- 
natory action by the school authorities, 
is a constitutional violation requiring re- 
medial action by a school desegration 
decree.” 

He thus left open the possibility that the 
court might find a constitutional violation, 
say. in a case where school segregation was 
found to be a direct consequence of officially 
abetted housing discrimination. But he did 
not lease 'a lot of room for such a finding 
in an outright racial-balance case where no 
official intent could be found to have produc- 
ed racial concentrations of students. Thus: 


“If we were to read the holding of the 
district court to require, as a matter of 
substantive constitutional right, any par- 
ticular degree of racial balance or mix- 
ing. that approach would be disapproved 
and we would be obliged to reverse.” 
(Italics added.) 

All this, of course, has yet to be spelled 
out in actual hlgh-court rulings, but the line 
of thought behind the distinctions made by 
the Chief Justice is one that we find im- 
portant and persuasive. The notion that gov- 
ernment should be empowered, even directed, 
to deal with citizens solely on the basis of 
their race for a purpose no matter how well- 
intended is one that we find particularly 
perilous and repugnant. That, however, is 
the notioiv behind much of the current move- 
ment to establish racial proportions on a 
fixed formula basis in the public schools, 
particularly Sen. Ribicoffs plan. We have 
discussed before — and we will shortly come 
back to — onr reasons for finding Sen. Rlbi- 
cofFs proposed legislation in this field a bad 
bill and a prospective hindrance rather than 
help to the achievement of racial justice 
in the schools. 

Desegregation of the schools in the North 
conceivably will be expedited by some future 
court decision on housing-related racial con-' 
centrations in the schools. But we are con- 
vinced that it could be expedited now by a 
concerted, forceful effort to demonstrate that 
many Northern school districts are In fact 
guilty of discrimination within the meaning 
of the Supreme Court's rulings from Brown 
down to the present case.

WASHINGTON— The drama

“Finally, there Ls the question 
whether the campaign is pri- 
marily directed at South Africa 
or whether it is merely one facet 
of a general breaking down of 
law and order, the devaluation 
of standards and what has been 
described as the slide toward 
anarchy/’ 

The report concludes that 
external pressures on this gov- 
ernment arc “futile and probably 
counterproductive." and change 
will only result “in response to 
the exigencies of the South Afri- 
can situation." It proclaims: “The 
bowPng of the jackals can there- 
fore be safely disregarded: indeed 
to concede anything to them 
would be interpreted and repre- 
sented as another defeat for 
South Africa." 

This kind of logic— or illogic— 
resembles that of catechisms in 
some old-fashioned ■ Spanish 
schools which teach that Dar- 
winism. Socialism, liberalism and 
Communism are all enemies/ The 
fact that dictatorship rules the 
Communist orbit obviously doesn't 
excuse racial dictatorship here 

Tlie Afrikaner, in whose image 
modern South Africa is made, is 
a lonely man speaking a unique 
language, descended from Dutch 
Puritans and a French Protestant 
minority, regarding himself as 
unjustly put upon. He refuses 
to let the fruits or the Great 
Trek and political reversal or the 
Boer War be diluted by an angry 
UN majority." 


Supreme Court decision on school 
desegregation lie in the fact that 
Warren E. Burger has refused to 
take his guidance from the Presi- 
dent who made him Chief Jus- 
tice. 

It takes a close reading of the 
court opinion, and an even closer 
reading of Nixon's past argu- 
ments. to demonstrate the point. 
For there are many elements in 
the desegregation debate about 
which the President and the 
Chief Justice agree. Technically, 
they are not too far apart. Even 
on busing, neighborhood schools 
and the use of racial quotas, all 
of which figure in the latest deci- 
sion. 

But. ar. Burger wrote in his 
summation, “substance, not se- 
mantics. must govern" in the 
determination of equity. And that 
is where the Chief Justice drew 
the line, on behalf of a unani- 
mous court that now consists 
of two men appointed by Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, three by Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, one by John F. 
Kennedy, one by Lyndon B. 
Johnson and two by Nixon. 


Africans Apart 

Tlie South African white, who 
tends to regard his country as 
in but not of Africa, secs himself 
being attacked by some strange 
and unholy alliance including tlie 
Soviet Union, Communist China, 
liberals, the World Council of 
Churches, the Pope, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, Black Power 
and the Afro-Asian bloc. 

De Guingand warns: “The Rus- 
sian threat in the Indian Ocean 
. . . will be potentially much 
greater when the Suez Canal is 
reopened. Russia may be able to 
persuade some states such as 
Tanzania. Zanzibar [incidentally, 
one state], kenya or Mauritius to 
grant her bases and other facil- 
ities." 


!\ixon‘ s Arguments 

Burger insists that in prescrib- 
ing a remedy for constitutional 
wrongs, the local courts must 
hare the broadest power to order 
the busing of children far from 
home, to draw even "bizarre" 
new school boundaries and to 
impose other inconveniences, casts 
and burdens. 

Nixon, on the other hand, while 
deploring the constitutional 
wrongs of the past in his long 
legal dissertation on school in- 
tegration a year ago. emphasized 
the primary importance of tlie 
neighborhood school, deplored tlie 


disruption and expense of busing 
and inveighed against the “auto- 
matic assignment” of children 
by “some mathematical formula" 
and any other requirement to “fit 
our lives" to a ‘'racial grid.” 

In one sense, these were only 
rhetorical objections designed to 
offer sympathy to white commu- 
nities. especially in the South, 
that were facing court orders to 
overhaul their school systems at 
once. But the President was 
nonetheless trying to charac- 
terize various techniques of de- 
segregation as undesirable and 
his standards were overruled by 
the guidelines that Burger offer- 
ed Tuesday. 

“All things being equal, with 
no history of discrimination, it 
might well be desirable to assign 
pupils to schools nearest their 
homes." the chief Justice said, 
almost as ir he were addressing 
the President’s plea for -the pres- 
ervation of neighborhood schools. 

“But all things are not equal.” 
he added, “in a system' that has 
been deliberately constructed and 
maintained to enforce racial seg- 
regation." 

Nison said that when funds are 
short, he would rather invest in 
education than In “buses, tires 
and gasoline." Burger noted that

Increases in wages and social 
benefits are costing the industry 
15 to 20 percent more, he said. 
"The higher production costs and 
stlffer competition from other 
auto makers leave no room for 
an increase In profit this year, 
though in the long run I am 
hopeful this will change,” he said. 

Despite the 1970 profit decline, 
which followed a 3 percent drop 
in 1969. VW will distribute the 
some amount to dividends to 
shareholders for the period, he 
said.

The anmal report of the Bank of France's operations for Hie fiscal year 197B 
has {rat been presented by its Governor lo the President of tita French Republic. 


The first part Of this document reviews the financial and monetary evolution, 
and analyses Hie action undertaken by the Bank in order to control tbo 
expansion of credit and means of payment. 


In the field of financial relations with foreign countries# it underlines the 
reappearance of a large nrrptas In the balance of paymonts. Frc’ca eras abia 
to fully reimburse short-term loans previously obtained tram foreign countries 
as welt as the money that the banks were obliged to deposit with the "Fund 
of Exchange siabtUzaHon." 


Nevertheless, the official gold and foreign currency reserves have noticeably 
Increased and "the only remaining commitments corr es pon d to the withdrawals 
effected from the. International Monetary Fond, which were partially amortized 
is September. 


In the field of public finance# the reduction of the Treasury's debt with the 
banking system has permitted a slowdown of the growth of the monetary boh. 


As In the international context, the Infernal economic evahtHon rendered the 
monetary policy relatively fragile, tr was necessary to avoid both a premature 
or excessive flexibility that could have compromised the early results obtained/ 
and a slackening oft# either too small or too lale# that could have led from 
Inflation to recession# thus replacing one evil by another. The decline of 
short-term Interest rate in the American and International markets placed the 
authorities in front of difficult options. 


The credit restrictions and the time payment regulations have become more 
lenient. On October 23. it was docfded to abolish the direct limits doaBng 


lenient. On Odober 23. it was docfded to abolish the direct limits deaBng 
with the development of banking cooperation. But at the same time# the 
authorities reinforced their standard means of operation by establishing a 
direct Unk between obligatory reserves and the expansion of distributed credits. 


In order to control Its assets# the Bank twice raised in 1979 its reserve rata. 
Other decisions have redeced the possibilities of rediscount and have th eref ore 
oriented the banks toward the monetary market. The applied rates on the 


monetary market# influenced in a large part by the evolution of the Inter. 
naHonal market# came, at the beginning of 197T# to be situated below the 

discount rate of the Bank# which were nevertheless# on three occasions in 
1970 and early 1971, reduced by half a point each time. 


The second part of Hie report was essentially consecrated fo an analysis of 
the Bank's balance sheet. After a certain stabilization In 1969# there was a 
development of hank note circulation# however in a limited way when compared 
with Hm expansion of revenue and assets in the economy at large. The 
Improvement of the exterior situation appears both In the increase of the 
positions representing reserves in gold and c urren ci es# end in the weakening 
of foreign commitments. The share <rf claims of the Treasury concerning the 
assets of the Issuing institute has continued to decline. The refinancing of hank 
credits has shown a recession that compensated In part the Increase over tbo 
two preceding years. 


Tbo cone torsion raises certain problems that concern tho functioning of fho 
International monetary system. The development of liquidity brought an by 
the deficits hi the balance of payments of the United Slates, raises# In a new 
angle# the question of the creation of "the Right of Special Extraction."

Bridge.

Some 40 years ago the first ar- 
tificial bridge system was pro- 
pounded by Harold Vanderbilt, 
the originator of contract. The 
Vanderbilt clnb gathered few 
. disciples and disappeared from 
the scene, but 30 years later a 
modernized version was used by 
the Italians to win a series of 
world championships.- Their 
Neapolitan, or Blue Team, clnb 
gave rise to other big club sys- 
tems, notably Schehfcen and 
precision. 

A similar turn of the wheel 
of history brought back into 
prominence the world’s second 
major artificial system. This was 
the Austrian, or Vienna, system, 
which gave its users a world title 
in 1937. A modernized version of 
Austrian Is used by the Australian 
team that will compete next 
month in the world championship 
in Taipei. 

Their system is entitled "New 
South Wales," and requires five 

farrfs for opening bids in rfiamnnik 

as well as in the major suits. One 
dub is a multipurpose forcing bid 
and, like its Austrian ancestor, 
the syste m includes many asking 
bids. The diagramed deal is a 
dramatic example of the effi- 
ciency of the system. 

The opening bid of two dia- 
monds shows a balanced hand 
with 21 to 23 points. The response 
of three hearts Is natural and 
asks North whether he has heart 
support. Without support North 
would bid three no-trump. With 
support he shows aces, and the 
three -spade rebid shows none or 
four. 

As the heart suit has been 
fixed as trump. South's three no- 
trump cannot be natural. It is an 
asking bid requesting North to 
clarify his trump holding, in the 
light of the fact that South al- 
ready knows about the aces. 

The four-spade response shows 
that North has the heart king

— but not the queen — and one 
more trump than bis previous 
bidding has promised. South now 
knows that a grand slam is an 
excellent prospect. He can count 
13 tricks unless there is a heart 
loser. 

The play is easy. South wins 
the club lead in dummy, cashes 
the heart ace and finds file 
trump situation. The closed hand 
is then entered with a minor-suit 
lead to take the trump finesse.

Bucks Beat Bullets in Opener

Milwaukee. April 22 rwpi. 

Lew Alcindor manhandled the 
Baltimore Bullets ip the third 
quarter and led the Milwaukee 
Bucks to a 98-88 victory last night 
in the opening game of the Na- 
tional Basketball Association 
championship playoffs. Alcindor. 
the league's tallest, and Most 
Valuable Player, scored 18 of his 
31 points and blocked three shots 
hy the cold-shooting Bullets in 
the period. 

Baltimore had its opportunities 
in the first half. Alcindor picked 
up his third foul midway in the 


first Quarter and played only nine 
minutes before intermission. 

But the Bullets could not take 
advantage of Alcindor's absence. 
They shot only 37 percent from 
the floor and missed their last 
seven shots of the half after pull- 
ing to within two points, 44-42. 
with 3:19 r maining. 

The Bucks then scared six 
straight points, including three by 
Oscar Robertson, for a 50-42 half- 
time lead. 

Then the 7- foot -2 Alcindor be- 
gan his personal foray against 
the Eastern champions. His 18th 
point of the third quarter, fol- 
lowing consecutive blocks of shots 


Brundage to Evaluate 
New S. African Policy 


CHICAGO, April 22 (Reuters^. 
— Avery Brundage, president of 
the International Olympic Com- 
mittee i'IOC), emphasized today 
his organization wanted South 
Africa back in the Olympic fold. 

Commenting on an announce- 
ment by Prime Minister John 
Vorster in Capetown of a revision 
of the South African government's 
sports policy, Brundage said, 
"One of the objectives of the 
Olympic movement is to welcome 
the youth of the world. 

“We would like to have South 
Africa back with us, provided they 
can comply with Olympic regula- 
tions." 

Brundage pointed out that the 
banning of South Africa from the 
Olympic Games was “because 
there was no opportunity for 
inter-racial competition within 
the country.*’ 

He said it was unclear from 
initial news reports whether 
Vorster s statement would "per- 
mit such competition." 

He said it seemed the South 
African government had ‘'opened 
the door a little but probably not 
enough. 

•’However, we will have to get 
a full report on the matter from 
the South African Olympic Com- 
mittee."

‘Hoivie the Horse, 7 OTB Add 
To Kentucky Derby W orries 


By Gerald Strine 


LEXINGTON. Ky., April 22 
»WP).— Twenty-three 3-year-olds 
remain In the running for the 
Kentucky Derby, nine days 
away. A dozen, at best, merit 
serious consideration. The 
others are extensions of their 
owner’s, or trainer’s, collective 
egos. 

Fear not, the 97th Derby sched- 
uled May 1 in Louisville is not 
likely to be run in two divisions 
although Churchill Downs has 
given some thought to that 
shuddering possibility. A field 
of 22. the ChurchiUians decid- 
ed, is the most they could ac- 
commodate. if worse came to 
worse, and an auxiliary gate had 
to be Introduced. 

What worries the Churchill 
management considerably more 
is the promise of off-track bet- 
ting being conducted on the 
Derby in New York City. “Howie 
the Horse" Samuels has made 
it official. OTB will accept win 
and exacts bets on the Derby 
starting at noon on April 28. 

That’s quite a trick, consider- 
ing that horses for the Kentucky 
classic are not officially entered 
until the next morning. It all 
sounds a little premature. Fur- 
ther. if OTB believes such ad- 
vance betting to be so lucrative, 
why wait till that Wednesday? 
Why not set up the same ma- 
chinery that Monday, or the 
weekend before the Derby? Why 
go through all the trouble of 
refunds for just a one-day start? 

The fact that a large Derbv 
lineup is assured will add to 
OTB’s problems. At Churchill, 
if there are more than 12 bel- 
ting interests, the outsiders 
would be lumped into a mutual 
field— as No. 12. As many as 
five or six langsbots could be 
running on one ticket and. ns 
such, their odds could be con- 
siderably shorter than If they 
ran separately. 

In New York, keeping its own 
Derby pool, there would be no 
stable couplings or field horses 
recognized. Given that situation, 
it is quite conceivable a field 
horse would return 833 on track, 
$133 off track. 

For all Its faults and lack of 
preparedness, tire OTB’s Derby 
action in New York promises to 
give this Derby added interest. 
The horses, while probably a 
shade better than those that 
gathered last spring, axe not a 
particularly strong group. Quick, 


now, the name of the 1970 Der- 
by winner? 

Hoist The Flag was presented 
late last December as the best 
Derby prospect since Citation in 
1948. Indeed he was. But one 
false step was all that was 
needed to turn the 1971 Derby 
Into a slightly mad scramble. 
Hoist The Flag took that step 
March 31. 

Bold Ruler Colt 

Aside from him the only 3- 
year-old to stir the imagination 
a little this winter or spring was 
Dynastic, a Bold Ruler colt 
from the Green tree Stable. 
Dynastic's erfort in the Fla- 
mingo Stakes at Hialeah on 
March 3 seemed to promise bet- 
ter races ahead. He opened a 
six-length lead in the first half- 
mile. was three lengths in front 
after ski furlongs in 1:09 4/5— 
and never did give It up, really, 
although losing by balf-a-bead 
to Executioner while gamely 
trying to Come again in the 
final 50 yards. 

The race was only the sev- 
en th of Dynastic’s career, his 
second at the distance, and rep- 
resented marked improvement 
from the Everglades Stakes at 
the same route (118 mile) two 
weeks earlier in which he had 
barreled into an early six- 
Jength lead only to finish 
fourth. 

After being taken to Aiken, 
S.C.. for a little rest and recu- 
peration. Dynastic was shipped 
here early this month and en- 
tered in a 1 1 /16-mile event. He 
broke through the gate, ran off 
for a quarter of a mfle. was 
brought back, dispatched with 
his field— and tired, beaten into 
third place by a couple or 
nonentities.

Sagas Sail Back 
To Iceland 

By A. E. Pederson 

C OPENHAGEN. — The presentation of two 
of the most valuable books in the world 
to the University of Reykjavik this week 
brought to an end a long and at times 
bitter controversy between Danes and Ice- 
landers. 

Danish cabinet members, parliamentarians 
■and professors presented the Flatty Booh 
and the Elder Edda to Icelandic author- 
ities. During the next 25 years, another 
two thousand-odd writings will be sent 
from Copenhagen to Iceand's new Manu- 
script Institute. 

For 200,000 Icelanders, the ceremony 
Wednesday was a flag-waving, bell-pealing 
holiday because the two books are regarded 
by Iceland as the most valuable literary 
works surviving from the golden age of 
Icelandic writings. 

The Flatey Book, a two-volume work, was 
written late in the 14th century by two 
monks on the island of Flatey, part of 
Iceland. It contains & history ot the far- 
flung Norwegian kingdom, of which Ice- 
land was then a part. The accounts relate 
the stories of the Norwegian kings, the 
history of Iceland, the Faroes and the 
Orkneys, as well as of Norway, and they 
Include an account of the discovery of 
America by Eric the Red. 

The Elder Edda, a modest five-by-elght- 
inch book of 90 pages, is considered by 
many to be Scandinavia’s most valuable 
literary treasure. Written in about 1270, 
the book contains more than 30 of the best- 
known Nordic myths. Half the stories con- 
cern the did gods and tell of the creation 
and final destruction of the world. The 
rest are heroic poems of Sigurd, Helge, 
Brynhfld and Gudrun, roughly parallelling 
the German Nibeltmg. 

“The Elder Edda is the only source 
reference for almost all the works It con- 
tains,” said the Royal Library in a booklet 
issued" several years ago. “As these works 
form the nucleus of Nordic— and Germanic 
—poetry and mythology, their importance 
cannot be exaggerated.” 

The two books involved in the Reykjavik 
ceremony come from the Royal Library col- 
lection. started in the 17th century on 
orders from Sing Frederik m who wanted 
to enhance Denmark's historical role by 
bringing to Copenhagen the best-known 
works of medieval Icelandic writings. 

But most of the books to be sent to 
Iceland during the next quarter of a cen- 
tury come from a collection put together 
early in the 18th century fay Arne Magnus- 
son, an Icelander who became a professor 
of antiquities at the University of Copen- 
hagen. 

Sent to Iceland In 1701 to compile a 
record of land holdings, he spent most of 
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Flatey Book flhistration. shows Wing Olaf slaying a sea- ogress. She has 
head “of a horse, pointed ears and gaping nostrils.” 


Ills time tracking down old manuscripts In 
farmhouses and parish churches, Some he 
found on farmers' shelves, others he found 
being used to plug holes in drafty walls or 
propping up sagging Goars. Icelanders had 
begun acquiring more legible paper copies 
of the old tales, so they h«r* no objection 
to letting Magnusson have the dog-eared, 
smoke-blackened old works for little or 
nothing. 

Magnusson came hack to Denmark with 
53 wooden chests filled with his finds. 
He kept on adding to his collection during 
the remainder of his life, but no one will 
ever know how many books, papers and 
fragments it included because a fire that 
swept through Copenhagen in October, 
1728. destroyed much of the 'collection. 

His will, written the day before be died 
in 1730, left the collection his fortune 
to a self-owning foun da ti on , with the 
responsibility for cataloguing, editing anA 
translating works for general distribution. 
The foundation also helped support 
research projects, bringing Icelandic 
scholars to Denmark for long periods of 
study. One project, which wont be com- 
pleted for another 20 yean or more, in- 
volves compilation of an authoritative 
Icelandic dictionary. • 

Iceland’s parliament, or Alting. had be- 
gun pressing far return of the Magnusson 
collection early In the 20th cen t ur y but it 
was not until after Iceland’s unilateral 
action in severing the ties with Denmark 
in 1944 that the campaign was stepped 
up. When Denmark and Iceland met after 
the war to sort out which historical *nd 
cultural treasures belonged to which 
country, the main Icelandic demand 
involved the Magnusson collection plus 
the choicest items from the Royal Library. 
Succeeding governments were sympathetic, 
but the foundation that Magnusson had 
founded fought every inch of the way. 
supported by a good many Danes. The 
foundation had long been woven into the 


university fabric, but It retained its separate 
legal identity. Parliament finally approved 
the return of the collection to Iceland in 
1965, but the foundation kept the case 
alive with a series of court appeals. It 
lost the last this spring when the supreme 
court ruled that it could not claim com- 
pensation. 

Common. History 

The case has involved emotions in both 
countries. Danes share a common history 
with Iceland: Iceland was a part of the 
Danish lrjnpflnm for nearly 600 years. To 
Danes, the Icelandic manuscripts were part 
of their cultural heritage and their natural 
home was Copenhagen. 

But for Iceland, the manuscripts were 
something more. "We have always regarded 
the Danish collections as our richest heri- 
tage,” Dr. 2Snar Svdnsson, an Icelandic 
scholar, hn* remarked. Iceland noth- 
ing to match the Danish collections, as a 
wave of scholastic invasions in the 17th, 
18th and 19th centuries stripped the country 
bare. 

While the Flatey Bode is a good' example 
of fflumlnated manuscript, most of . the 
Items in the Magnusson collection disap- 
point the eye. Smoke-blackened, dog-eared 
and Tacking illustrations, these were books 
written to be read and not merely for dis- 
play. 

The works include numer ous translations 
of European literature, a great many letters, 
wills, records of commercial transactions 
and other types of writing. People didn't 
place much value an the books themselves, 
so long as there were newer replacements. 

Things have changed since thpn Today 
the books are valued highly by people of 
two brother countries. And whan the 
Vaedderen, a Tinning n«>n»ri™ patrol vessel, 
put to sea with the Flatey Book and the 
Elder Edda aboard, the Royal library 
lowered its Hag to half staff.
